I ;ault of ■ several months’ study of the

subjeotj and of the most elaborate in­ 
vestigation. 
Starting out- with theíMatemént 
that "Sihoe the ’ foundation of mod­ 
ern industry,,and of commerce is 
based upon the non-precious metals, 
and more than any other-upon iron, 
it becomes of national importance to 
ÜÍ determine'; the future conditions of 
.-'i tne produotipn pi this imperial, met­ 
al." Mr. Atliinson shows that this 
country is, the, greatest ..consumer of 
iron and steel in the world. Owing 
to the nearness of tiie ores and coal 
in parts of this country, as against 
■ .the long haul-, or,, transportation- of 
.pres froni' Spain and Africa to .Great 
‘^Britain, and the increased depth and 
heat of the-.coal mines of England, 
ho believes that iron and steel will be 
made m fnis country at as low a cost 
' üs:in England, .notwithstanding itho 
- higher wages in the United States. 
Mr. Atkinson believes the world’s 
consumption of iron and steel, which 
us no'w increasing so rapidly, 'will for 
the next ten years fully tax the pro- 
• . ductive powers of this- and all other 
' iron-making, countries to keep np 
■with it, and hence that, while there 
j. may-be-fluctuations,- prices , on the 
’ whole must - steadily tendí upward 
throughout the world.

Basing his estimates on careful cal­ 
culations made by himself, by Abram 
S.'STewitt, and others, he" holds thát 
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’the present world’s production of 
>28,000,000 net tons of pig iron, of 
which the United S tates‘will make 
— 
during 1S90 about 10,000,000 tons, must 
'. - 
within the next ten years, or iii 1900, 
bejncreased to not less than 44,000,- 
000 tons,- even at the lowest possible 
rate of increase baaed on the rate of 
growth that has continued from 18-5S 
up to the present i-ime, while the rate 
ofi.iaerease- of late years, during 
which the' demand for iron has so 
.broadened, would 
show that the 
iworld will need and mnst have not 
less than 56,000,000 tons in 1S90. 
.These calculations are based on the 
normal rate of growth for the last 
fifty years and do not take into con­ 
sideration the possibility, and, in fact, 
the almost certainty, of a greatly in­ 
creased demand by reason of the 
op^Tng up;bf-Africa':ánd Asia.

coal field of Great Britain before a 
■pick was struck in the ground. The 
coal field as a whole is heavily tim­ 
bered with virgin forests of white, 
red, black, Spanish, chestnut, and 
post oaks, yellow poplar, white and 
yellow pine, hickory, chestnut, and 
other valuable. woods. 
Its soil oí 
sandy loam produces good crops of 
grass and small, grain,, and is espec­ 
ially productive of fine fruit and veg­ 
etable crops, and enriched by lime 
or phosphates or by grass crops, 
turned under, becomes very fertile 
farming land. ■ Its ' bracing, dry air 
and pleasant temperature give the 
region very remarkable exemption 
from fevers and pulmonary diseases, 
and its frequent Summer rains, 
-brought aboiit by its elevation, save 
its soil from Summer drought; - All 
the natural conditions are favorable 
for eoonomlcM mining and cheap 
and corafortahle living.

“In addition to the vast quantities 
of fossil and brown hematite pres in 
mo'untaín strip,' made'up'of tbs great 
mountain chains of the; South, the 
highest rages'east 'of ‘the Rocky 
Mountains, and ehibracing all the 
formations from the low'er . measures 
of the_ lower Silurian down to the 
oldest of the crystalline to-eks from 
Maryland, through 'Virginia, North 
Carolina, and South Carolina, and 
into' Geoi'gia, th'ére have been found 
large;beds of very high grade iron 
ores, mainly magnetites, and more 
rarely specular ores. The magnetic 
ores are pure Bessemer ores, and 
range írpiá 50 per cent, up to as high 
as 60 per'cent. metallic iron, with the 
phosphorous ranging generally from 
.003 to .008, _and not running any- 
where.ahbve .025,-and.free from sul­ 
phur. The quantity and quality of 
the Bessemer ores of the Southern 
Appalachian region is, beyond all 
question, sufficient to .meet present 
and prospective demand for many 
generations'. i lKis a question of ac- 
cessability. tp^tltó railway lines and of 
the construction of railways to per­ 
mit: .their development, and not a 
question.of quantity-orqnality.” 
“Supremacy in the pfoduetion of 
iron,” says Mr. Atkinson, “must go 
to the point where ‘the facilities for 
working the mines and the cost of 
assembling the materials at the fur­ 
nace are least, because at that point 
the highest -wages can be paid for 
skilled workmen, accompanied by 
the lowest cost of pooduction, which 
will, be due to such favorable condi­ 
tions; 
'W hen.this great section of 
heavily-timbered mountain ranges 
and broad, high valleys, sometimes 
called ‘The Land of the Sky,’ which 
which has been kept from view by 
the surrounding pall of slavery, first 
began to be opened, th e: writer ven­ 
tured to describe it, with the Cum­ 
berland and Piedmont Plateaus on 
each flank and the high uplands of 
Georgia and Alabama on the south, 
as comprising an :area nearly as large 
as France and'twdce .the area of 
Great Britain, containing a poten­ 
tiality in agriculture equal to either, 
and in mineral and in timber equal 
to both combined.” 
After giving in detail the reasons 
for the South's position in iron mak­ 
ing by virtue of its abundance oí raw 
materials, Mr. Atkinson says; 
“One may not venture yet to.namo 
the specitic place or places, but suf­ 
fice it, that if one should stand upon 
the top of the highest peak among 
the great smoky mountains in. the 
heart ol the. Southern Appalachian 
chain and cobld; bring within his 
vision all that would come within a 
radius of 75 or lOO miles he might be 
able to establish the centre oí an iron 
and steel prod uetion,' which would 
not be far away from what has been 
called the ‘centre oí gravity’ of the 
population of this country. 
If he 
could then bring within his. vision 
the whole configuration of the area 
inclosed within a circle of about one 
hundred and fifty miles in diameter, 
centring on the great smoky moun­ 
tains, ho might trace the lines made 
by the erosion of the rivers and the 
jeaps in the ranges on which tho rails 
may be laid to the northwest at the 
southern border of Ohio, and to the 
eoutheaston the way toward the At­ 
lantic ports of South Carolina, over 
which the metal produced at the pos­ 
sible future'centre of the iron pro­ 
duction of this countfy'tnay he dis­ 
tributed on the easiest grades either 
for domestic consumption or tor the 
supdIv of foreign markets.”

For several days rumors have been 
current upon the streets of an at- 
tempit to poison Mrs. Mat tVimpee, 
the wife of Mr. IVimpee who resides 
in the Fourth 'Ward by Mrs. Ora 
McKee. 
The Tribune'has been lu full pos­ 
session of the reports, hut withheld 
them injustice, to-;the families of 
both parties, hoping that a close in­ 
vestigation would clear up the dam­ 
aging-reports.

, Mrs. McKee had' vlsitedThe house 
of Mrs.AVimpee on the morning of 
September 27, 
bringing a dish of 
peaches and giving them to her, say­ 
ing, “I have brougliD you some fine 
poaches 
aud I 
want you to eat 
them.” 
Mrs.'Wimpee thanked her but did 
not eat the peaches then, but later in 
the day did so, and in the afternoon 
exhibited symptoms of having been 
poisoned. 


T H E I'OISON T A K E S EFl-'ECT. 
Mrs. 'Wimpee was taken ill while 
at the residence of Mrs. Wm. Grace. 
She was seated’ on the front porch 
and complained several times of feel­ 
ing sick. 
After remaining there 
some time she started home saying 
she felt so badly she would'send for 
a physician. 
When Mr, Wimpee came in from 
his husihess- he foiind her very-ill 
and sent for Dr. D. T. McCall/ who 
after an examination of the .case, 
sent for Dr’s. Hoyt and Holmes. 
On the following Thursday, Mrs. 
Wimpee grew much worse and little 
hopes of her recovery rveie enter­ 
tained. 
When Mrs. Wimpee became so 
desperately ill' Mrs. Jnlien Deitz, a 
neighbor and intimate friend of ilra. 
Wimpee, began to suspicion Mrs. 
Ora McKee, who is also a 
near 
neighbor, and was supposed to be an 
intimate friend of Mrs. Wimpee, of 
having given her poison. . : ; 


V ISIT S T H E H O U SE. 
Mrs. Deitz, without epnyeying her 
suspicions to any one, visited the 
the residence of Mrs. McKee and 
called for her, but failed to obtain an 
interview with her, however, and 
left to return shortly afterwards. 


T H E C 0K E E 3S I0N . 
The next attempt to obtain an.in­ 
terview with her proved more suc­ 
cessful, and a full confession of the 
horrible attempt to take the life of 
Mrs. Wimpee was made. The state­ 
ment of Mrs. Deitz will perhaps con­ 
vey a better conception of the crime 
than that of anyone else. 


STA TEM EN T O F M BS. H E IT Z . 
The following statement was ta­ 
ken by a Tribune reporter at her res­ 
idence: 
/ 
“I knew both Mrs. McKee and 
Mrs. Wimpee. 
Mrs. Wimpee told 
me that she had eaten 'some peaches 
sent her by Mrs. McKcc, and aítói- 
eating them that she became very 
ill, and that she ‘ had not been well 
since. But Mrs AVimpee did not tell 
me this until several days after eat­ 
ing the fruit. 
Last Thursday night, 
knowing that Mrs Wimpee was ex­ 
ceedingly ill,T went over to see her. 
Mrs McKeo was there the same night 
I was. 
All this time I had never 
suspieiofied anything wrong' with 
Mrs McKee. ‘She requested that she 
and I go into the dining room and 
prepare some 
“eggnog” for Mrs 
Wimpee. 
“After we commenced ■preparing 
the drin’a Mrs McKee suggested that 
I go from, the kitchen to the ; dining 
room and sit down, saying “ that I 
looked tired,” 
I complied, and Mrs 
McKee finished the “ eggnog” ; and 
brought it in to Mrs Wimpee’s room. 
After Mrs- 'VVimpee had- tasted it she 
refused to' drink the stufiT, saying, 
“It was not fit to drink.’’ ‘ Then we 
went-to the kitchen again, at Mrs 
McKee% request,; to make .another 
“ eggnog" for Mrs 'Wiinpee— Wediad 
just commenced to'beat some eggs; 
preparatory to making the drink, 
T.'hen- AEra McKee requested^nm to 
agsiin- go JQ to the- am in g room to rest' 
while she prepared the eggs. I tvent 
and when it was brought into Mrs 
Wimpee, after tasting it, she again 
refused to drink it, saying that- it 
was not good and suggested that Mrs 
McKee and myself drink it. To this 
she quickly replied; that it would 
make us sick upon an empty stom- 
ack.” Late in the night Mrs McKee 
told Mrs Wimpee to turn her face to­ 
ward the wall, she did so, and I pre­ 
tending to be sleepy lay down with 
her. She was soon asleep and I iire- 
tended to be. .Mrs McKee then re­ 


moved the lamp .from the room we 
were in, and then proceeded to un­ 
lock tho door OÍ the safe—the key 
being on the mantle—and after rat­ 
tling, things about in the sate for sev­ 
eral minutes, she shut the door very 
quickly . ;BiakiDg 
a noise- wbioh 
awakened Mrs Wimpee, who de­ 
manded, that the light be brought 
back, and asked Mrs McKeo why she 
removed the light ? She replied that 
s’ne thought we could sleep better,lu. 
the dark.” Mrs AVlmpee had <me to 
search; the safe when Mrs McKee 
left—•■which she did neforo daylight 
the next day. -X found upon'iny re­ 
search, a gold watch, a necklace, her 
I>oc!tet book with considerable mon­ 
ey in it and reported the same to her, 
and she then asked me it I saw a tin 
box. I replied in the negative and 
again searched tlia safe with the 
same results. 
Mrs Wimpee then 
said that sho had loaned Mrs McKeo 
a sura of money and that-she had 
the notes given by her- in that tin 
box and that the box was in the safe. 
I at once suspicioned Mrs McKee 
aud she sent for her twice and so she 
did not come, until Mrs Wimpee 
sent for her husband. 
She tlien 
came, and after making a number of 
statements finally admitted that she 
took the box, saying that she thought 
bfrs Wimpee would die and that she 
did not want anyone to sec; the note 
she had given, which was in the box 
aud 
added 
‘I 
didn’t mean any 
harm.’ ” 
“In the meantime Mrs AVimpee 
grew worse and was not e.xpected to 
live. 
“I went several times to see Mrs 
McKee, but to no iiurpose. Tiie ser­ 
vant always saying: 
“She done an 
gone out in do town.” Upon the 
third visit I told the servant to tell 
her that I must sec her. 
“I had not gotten half way across 
the street when I was called back 
and told that she would see me. 
; “When I saw Mrs McKee I was 
awestricken. Oh! I shall never for­ 
get the face! 
I think her hair must 
certainly be gray er’e this! 
I took 
both her hands in mine and said : 
‘Mrs McKee, if Mrs Wimpee dies 
you will certainly hang.’ It the doc­ 
tors know wh-at she has taken they 
may save her, and consequently it 
will be better for you to tell what 
you gave her.’ She then replied that 
she had poisoned Mrs AVimpee some 
two-weeks ago by putting poison in 
peaches and letting her eat them, 
and as she did not have success in 
killing her victim she again put the 
poison in the eggnog, of which I 
have told you. She said that her ob­ 
ject was to kill Mrs Wimxiee aud 
thus 
conceal 
her 
indebtedness. 
AVlien asked by me what drug or 
poison she used, she said it was 
known as ‘Get There,’ and was a rat 
killing medicine. 
These are the 
facts,” said Mrs Deitz, in conclusion, 
“just as given me by Mrs McKee.” 
STATEJIBST OF MB. WIMPEE. 
The statement of Mr Wimpee was 
about the same in substance as that 
of Mrs Deitz, he having heard none 
of the confession and knows nothing 
regarding it, except what he has 
learned from the statement of Mrs 
Deitz. 
; 
BEST OF FBIENDS. 
Mr Wimpee said:’ “I had no sus­ 
picions of Mrs McKee attempting to 
take the life of my wife. We had 
been intimate friends of her and her 
husband, and little girl spent a great 
portion of her time at my home. She 
was a-sweet; pretty little girl, and 
both my wife and myself thought 
very much of her. 
“Mrs McKee has been an intimate 
friend of my -wife, and during the 
first of her iliness had been extreme­ 
ly kind and attentive to her. 
IT WAS A I.-BBT. 
, “The cause of this horrible affair,” 
said Mr Wimpee, “is money. My 
wife had loaned, her about $300 and 
held her notes for that amount.” 
LEFT TBE CITY.

When Mr McKee returned to his 
home Friday night • he w.as greeted 
by his wife and little child, Mrs Mc- 
Kea saying she wanted to visit .sonie' 
relatives, in Atlanta. He gave his 
consent and at,, once -began to make 
arrangements for her departure, lit­ 
tle thinking of the horrible awáken- 
ing.that the niorning would bring. 
She left home stating that 
she 
would take the first train for Atlan­ 
ta. This is all that is known regard­ 
ing her'whereabouts.

JiraGagan, the Printer, Miner, Milr 
Iiouaire and Boss of a Cahfor- 
nia Mining Camp.. 
“.In the. exciting days of ’49 and 
'50,” says a corresxiondent lu the 
Globc-Democ'rat, "the town ofMead-- 
ow Lake, Nevada county, Cal., was 
an- euterpnsing city of 15,000 inhab­ 
itants. 
It w as surrcnnded by. some 
of the richest xilaeer mines in Califor­ 
nia, and there were those who got the 
idea that the town was destined to be 
t'ue metroiiolis of tiie West, but the 
mines were finally exhausted and 
the fortune see'sera drew away from 
the spot, the merchauls closed their 
stores, the saloon doors wero uaiied 
lip, and now the visitor to that sec­ 
tion witnesses the spectacle of broad 
streets flanked by empty buildings 
that are falling into nuns. 
Doors 
that have been torn from their hin­ 
ges by tho wind reveal the interior 
of saloons with bottles of liquor stand­ 
ing on the shelves ] ust as they were 
left by itieir proprietors more ,; than 
a quarter of a centuvv ago. 
N o t. a 
aoui now dwells lu the town. 
The 
streets are filled ..with aran k growth 
of:weeds and the wooden sidewalks 
have .fallen into dust. ■ 
' On the mam street, about half-w.ay 
to the southern extremity of the town 
stands a two-sloried building o.f un­ 
hewn stone. This buililingis m good 
condition, with; the cxespiion of the 
broken wmdow.s a.nd a small portion 
of tho roof which has been crushed 
in by a slide of snow from the aide of 
the mountain that towers above it 
The building, in the days o f’52, was 
the publication office of tho Meadow 
Lake Daily Herald, a aeven-colnmn, 
eight-page paper, that was run to sat­ 
isfy the wMm of one of the luckiest 
and at the same time one of the 
most unfortunate men who were at 
all conspicuous during the California" 
gold erase. 
A "LU C K Y EB 1N TE B . 
James Gagan w'as editor and pro­ 
prietor of the DáUy Herald. He was 
a jolly Irish printer, who claimed a 
royal ancestry, and when- he had 
funds be threw hi's money around in 
a reckless way that proved hint a 
high liver when cixcumstances per­ 
mitted. Gagan had worked his way 
through the printing establishments 
of the Gulf coaafto California; and, 
getting the gold craze, lie abandoned 
tyiie-setting for a iinae and set out for 
Meadow L.ake on foot. He had a 
hard trip over the mountains, and 
when, at the end of four weeks, he 
walked into Meadow Lake he was a 
sorry-looking sight, weather-beaten 
and ragged, but not aji.all down- 
heartened, for he was a typical tour­ 
ist printer, and his spirit was alway.s 
among the clouds. 
Gagan had mouey enough in his 
pocket to enable him to purchase a 
mining outfit at second hand, and, 
friendless and alone, he set off for 
the diggings back of the town. In a 
remote canyon, through which ran a 
small stream of water, Gagan staked 
off a claim and set to work. 
He 
struck “color” at the first blow of the 
I>ick, and at the close of the day he 
had taken out $3,500 worth of gold 
dust. 
The canyon had not been 
prospected before, and fora month 
Gagan labored alone, visiting, the 
town only when he was obliged lU, 
to procure provisions. At the end of 
the fourth week he was an immense­ 
ly wealthy man, his “pannings” 
hav'ing increased in value each day. 
AVith a leather bolt; full of shining 
goM, he returned to Meadow T^ake 
and made bis rich find known. In 
the gold dust he had ample evidence 
that his story was true, and he found 
no trouble in disx<osing of his claim 
at a price that rau his wealth into the 
niiliions.

T H E D A IL Y I’A P E B . 
The population of Meadow Lake 
had now grown to 12,00-0 inhabitants, 
and as yet- the .field was open to 
newsx’aper en terprise. 
Gagan was 
quick to see this after he was out of 
the mines, and he set about establish­ 
ing the Herald. In those daj’s there 
was not a railroad within several 
hundred miles of the town, and the 
only access to the place wsis by a 
rough trail over the mountains; but 
Gagan had money and a dispositidn 
to .spend it.. Paper laid down in the 
Herald establisJiment at that early 
day cost a great deal, and as it was 
hought iu th e East, shipped around 
the Horn and carried to the town on 
pack mules. 
Gagan wa.s obliged to 
^ wumy-nve mules, 
with half as many drivers, on the 
road between San Francisco and- 
Meadow Lake, week in and week out. 
This coat a great deal of money.

Gagan was the leading man of the 
town. If there was a disimte to be 
settled, Gagan was the man to settle 
it. The case was laid before him, he 
took it under advisement and review­ 
ed the case and announced his decis­ 
ion through the editorial columns of 
tho Herald.

Detectives in numbers, assisted by 
Deputy Sheriffs, have been close be­ 
hind him in this county since Sun­ 
day. 
Today McDulfie came upon Eube 
who had stopped out of the rain iu a 
house. McDuffie arranged with two 
colored men to go in the house, os­ 
tensibly for some other purpose 
Burrows had placed his rifle in the 
corner of the room, but had hi.s re­ 
volvers on him. 
The darkies en­ 
gaged him in conversation aud then 
grabbed him bj^ the hands, prevent­ 
ing him from shooting. 
He fought 
the darkies furiously until the others 
got in and after a desper.ate struggle 
they succeeded in conrpieriug and 
securely tieiiig the great desperado. 
McDuffie went to Linden jail this 
afternoon with his famous prisoner, 
strapped hard and tight in front of 
him on his horse, his body being 
across, head on one side and feet on 
tho other. 
Uis position was very 
painful, but he had to be allowed no 
cbauces. The great Rube is now in 
jail in reality. He had only $178 on 
his person. 
NIessrs. Agee and Fisher, both su­ 
perintendents of the Southern E x­ 
press Company, are iu this city, and 
will go to Linden to pay Eeubeu a 
call tonight. 
Superintendent Agee 
is *’Teatly enthused over Mie long 
sought and hunted Burrows, and is 
the happiest man iu Demopolis to­ 
night. The two colored men showed 
great courage in taking the first steps 
towards capturing Euhe. -They will 
doubtless be handsomely rewarded. 
The whole am ount of rewards for 
Burrows is ,$10,000, of which Mc- 
Dnffie will receive a large sliare.

Demopolis,"Ala., Octobers.—A tel- 
eplione message from Linden, gives 
full .particulat'AfOf the killing of Bur- 
row.s. 
AYhen captured yesterday one pis­ 
tol was found on hitii ami when ask­ 
ed if he did notiiave anotlier, he said 
he had sold his other one. 
It seems his captors never once 
opened or 
examined his 
leather 
satchel aud this morning when he 
said he had some crackers in it and 
wanted to get .some to eat McDulfie 
handed him the satchel without hes­ 
itation. 
H e drew tho pistols so 
quickly his guards were taken by 
siirprise and untied his feet and 
hands without a word. It was not 
daylight then and he could have e.s- 
caped easily if he had not gone in 
search of Carter to get his money. 
Carter was in his room but had not 
retired. Burrows got the drop aud 
demanded the return of his money 
As soon as he saw Carter reach for 
his pistol ho fired. 
The ball struck 
Carter in tho breast and it passed 
through ills lung just above 
the 
heart, inflictiug a wound whioh is 
supposed to be fatal. 
Carter fired as 
quickly as possible and shot Burrows 
through the body, and Burrows then 
turned aud shot John Marshal, the 
negro who had assisted in his cap­ 
ture and was forced to guide him to 
Carter’s room. .Burrows then turned 
and ran across the street with Carter 
iu pursuit. 
Several more shots were fired but 
without effect. 
As Burrows reached 
the opposite side of the street he sunk 
to the ground at the corner of the 
courthouse and died in a few m in­ 
utes without speaking a word. 
Car­ 
ter fell in the middle of the street 
about the same time Burrows fell. 
The negro had been shot down in the 
room and is dangerously wounded. 
McDuflle, the white man who had 
been guarding Burrows with the ne­ 
gro marshal, was securely locked in 
the sheriff’s oflice in the jail and 
could not get out to take any hand in 
the shooting. An inquest is being 
held this m orning on the body of 
Burrows. 
Superintendents Agee aud Fisher, 
of the Express Company, left here at 
5 o’clock this morning for Linden, 
intending to bring Burrow’s body 
back with them . They knew noth- 
of his death until they arrived there. 
Marshal Monuer, of Demopolis, says 
Agee and Fisher told him they in­ 
tended taking Burrows out of the 
State, but he declines to say where 
t’aey intended taking him for trial. 
It is said to Memphis. 
Hone of 
the express company’s 
or railroad 
detectives were present at the cap­ 
ture ot Burrows, and knew nothing 
about it until ho w.as in jail. 
He 
was captured by J. C. Carter, the 
man who shot him. John McDulfie 
and two negroes. John M arshal, the 
negro shot, was one of the captors. 
Carter keeps a country store eight 
miles south of Linden. 
Y’esterday 
Burrows stopped at his store aud 
bought some cofiee. 
Carter recog­ 
nized him from printed descriptions 
and securing the assistance of Mc­ 
Dulfie aud the two negroes, was soon 
in pursuit, and they found him in a 
negro cabin where he had stopped to 
rest and secured him 
without a 
struggle. 
The identity of the dead 
man seems to be fully established so 
say the officers of the express corner 
pany, There is no doubt about the 
man being the great and only Eube. 
The body will be brought hero this 
afternoon or touiglit, but it is not yet 
known w hat final disjiosition will he 
made of it.

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growing burden 
on the 
working 
classes. 
Republicans who 
supiiorted the 
bill m ust see th at it is already hav­ 
ing an unfavorable effect upon the 
industrial interests of the country. 
In theory, sustained by persuasive 
argum ent and eloquent plea, it was 
one th in g ; in practice, standing up­ 
on its m erits alone, it is another—a 
reality w hich confronts the people 
and robs them of their rights. 
Nu'iv that they m ust meét the is­ 
sue squarely and give a , reason for 
the faith that is,in tlic-m, Reiniblican 
newspapers are advising the people 
to exercise patience and fortitude 
and make an effort to adapt them ­ 
selves to the changed conditions, and' 
to “hope for the best.” Ja y Gould 
comes forward and practically ad­ 
mits that the outlook is gloomy, but 
pats the people on the back aud says 
the bill will be ail right when it is 
better understood. 
They see that 
some apology is necessary, but in 
tbe face of the.facts their weak sub­ 
terfuges wiil Dotdeceive the public. 
The increase in prices which will 
result from this bill will be seriously 
felt by the wage earners of this coun­ 
try, aud people 'whose incomes are 
small will sutler to a great extent. 
The poor man can now. prepare to 
pay 5 per cent, more for his cotton 
aud woolen goods than he paid be­ 
fore, this bill became a law ; 
knit 
goods and hosiery will be from 5 to 
10 per cent, higher than they were 
last year; corsets will cost more; 
tliere will probably be an advance of 
at least 15 per cent, in linens; shoes 
will be dearer; crockery and glass­ 
ware will be higher; articles of sta­ 
tionery, such as blank books, paper, 
etc., will be increased from 10 per 
cent, to 15 per cent; canned goods 
will go u p ; the fruit business will be 
injured and the consumer will suffer. 
In fact, nearly every article in com­ 
mon use, such as may be of dailv use 
to the poor man, w ill advance i-u 
price. The only thing that will prob­ 
ably remain uiichaiiged is his salary, 
and of this the tarifl" seeks to rob 
him. 
"We have not cited the hundredth 
part of the articles for which the 
consumer will be double-taxed; the 
list is too lengthy for even con­ 
densed review, but the few samples 
given -will show the general tenden­ 
cy of the bill. 
As to the bill’s effect 
upon wages, we quote the following 
from an interview w ith Mr. David A. 
Wells in the New Y'ork W orld: 
The effect of the McKinley tariff 
on wages may be briefly deduced 
from the follo'wiug general princi­ 
ples : Wages are labor’s share of pro­ 
duct, and in the long run can be paid 
from no other source. 
If product is 
large, wages w ill rule h ig h ; if small, 
they m ust of necessity rule low. In 
the staple products of machinery, or 
in manufactured goods, the cost of 
the crude materials represents gener­ 
ally from one-half to three-quarters 
the entire cost of the lluished pro­ 
duct. If the manufacturer has to 
p.ay 40 per cent., for m aterials, he has 
60 per cen t, left for wages, profits, in­ 
terests aud incidentals, but if he pays 
60 per cent he has but 40 per cent, 
left, and this last result is exactly 
w ith the M cKinley tariff tends to 
effect. If the m anufaeturer, to avoid 
reduction of wages, raises the price 
of his product, such iucrease of price 
will be paid by the consumers, 'W’ho 
are m ainly the so-called working 
classes; so th at the ultim ate results, 
so far as they are coucerned, will he 
equivalent to putting money into one 
pocket and taking a corresponding 
am ount out of the other. 
Take any view of it th at ypu wiil, 
and it w ill be evident that the tariff 
is m ainly a tax on the consumer—a 
heavy burden on the working classes. 
I t is to these facts that we would di­ 
rect particular attention.- 
The re­ 
publican party claims tobe the friend 
of the workingman'. I t w ill be re­ 
membered tliat during the H arrison 
campaign they promised, that he 
should be protected ; that his wages 
would be inoreas'ed and his interests 
fostered. But as soon as the party 
-Wn.s rp.storfid -to nnvv-or-1 ta -,-1i»QfIc.ra-l-,i.- 
gan the work which has resulted in a 
tariff which oppresses and grinds 
him .down, robbing him of -whatevor 
wages he may get. 
The pledges of 
the republican party to the working- 
nien of the country are unredeemed. 
W ith the reins of power in their 
grasp the leaders of this party became 
reckless of the eo’mmon interests of 
the country.

dencies apparently more dangerous. 
;A11 have marked the extraordinary 
partisan purposes of the m ajority as 
it took possession of the exee'ative 
and both branches of the legislative 
departments—'the intention to pay off 
campaign debts in the subsidizing of 
large cpmbinations Of capital through 
the levying of bigber taxes; to buy 
the favor of special classes in direct 
largesses from the public treasury; to 
intrench Itself in power in the Sen­ 
ate for 10 years fo come through the 
admission of neiv EepijbUoan States; 
and bring the election of congressmen 
under the c o n író ló f'the federal au­ 
thorities—and all apparantly a t the 
bidding or in the interest of a money 
power everywhere corroding the mor­ 
als of the people’.s servants aud seek­ 
ing exemption from all restriction 
and accountability in the corruption 
of the state. 
B ut w hat was all this to the meth- 
ocjs-eroplpyed.to, accomplish these 
purposes? Here was a government 
depending for statbility on popular 
respect for establi.shed law and j)re- 
cedént and on regular and well-con­ 
sidered ways of am endment and re­ 
form. B ut a “strong 
m an” ,,,was 
made spe.aker of tljq House, whe at 
once, while the body was purposely 
proceeding w ithout rules, overruled 
the precedents of a century^ and es- 
táblisheAin this revolutionary m an­ 
ner methods which Mr. Blaine, Gen. 
Hawley, Gen. Garfield 
and Reed 
himself had at a previous time pro­ 
nounced;,.revolutionary. 
H ere was 
a legislative agent of free government 
whose whole value depend upon full 
and frank discussion of public meas­ 
ures. B ut then for the first time in 
our history the proposition was set 
up and acted on, that legislation 
w ithout deiiber.ation was the-iunc- 
tion of Congress, and measures cre­ 
ating new States’, appropriating m il­ 
lions for pensions, debasing tbe cur­ 
rency for a special interest, putting 
tbe taxing power in the hands of the 
President and feeding special inter­ 
ests with tariffs, and bounties, were 
rushed through w ith scarcely any 
consideration outside of the secret 
councils of the majority. 
Here again was a theory as old as 
popular government, that minorities 
have rights as well as majorities, and 
all the machinery of cur government 
has been devised to protect the m i­ 
nority from the course of an arbitra­ 
ry m ajority. Biit in the session just 
closed it has been held th at the ma- 
iority has unlim ited power to rule; 
and tbe mere registration by the 
House of the decrees of the secret 
councils of the majority, w ithout 
open debate) has been pronounced, in 
practice as 'well as theory the purest 
and best form of government by m a­ 
jority. 
Here, in short, are the chief safe­ 
guards by which a free government 
has sought to protect itself from par­ 
tisan passion and factional tyranny; 
and the way has been paved for their 
overthrow. 
This 
Congress 
has 
stamped the denial'of their necessity 
or justice on the records of the gov­ 
ernment. 
More than this we find a disposi­ 
tion in the dom inant party, and it 
may extend'further, to applaud the 
person chiefly instrum ental in work­ 
ing those great results. H é is hailed 
as the m an of the hour and arrange­ 
ments are planned to make his cam­ 
paign tour a trium phal march. Nor 
is it a thoughtless rabble w ith shouts. 
■Very m any others are honestly in­ 
clined to join. 
Ylhy? 
They are 
wearied w ith the incessant bicker­ 
ings aud maneuverings of parties in 
Congress; business is distracted the 
public business delayed and all is in 
a cbntinous'turm oil; and here was a 
m an intelligent enough to see the 
situation .and strong enough to break 
down the checks and balances by 
which the absolute sway of party is 
restricted. '

Employ Over 3,000 Men. 


Once of the greatest industrial en­ 
terprises organized in the U nited 
States is the im mense steel plant to 
be built at Tredegar,- Ala. (or, as the 
post-olfico authorities sLiii bail it, 
Jacksonville, A la,, the new name 
not having been officially adopted 
yet).

The practically unlim ited supply of 
fine iron ores, of m anganese and of 
lim estoue, makes Tredegar an un­ 
usually desirable place for such a 
gigantic enterprise. In fact Trede­ 
gar is one 0Í the m ost attractive sites 
in the United States for an industrial 
town. 
It is situated in a beautiful 
valley, surrounded by high moun­ 
tains, and is the county seat of Cal­ 
houn, one of the richest m ineral and 
agricultural counties of Alabama. It 
has a population of about 2,000 or 
2,500, fine schools, good churches and 
m.any beautiful residences.

The 
steel works and the other enterprises 
that áré‘'pr'ácticaliy 
secured 
w ill 
alone m ake a tow n o f 12,000 or 15,000 
pepio in addition to the population 
now there. For diversified industries, 
such as woodworking factories; cot­ 
ton and woolen - m ills, ice factory, 
soap factory and m any other lines, a 
more inviting place cannot be found. 
Nor can a more attractive town as a 
place of residence be found in the 
South. Tredegar offers the beat of 
social advantages, a bracing clim ate, 
dry and delightful in winter and 
summer.—Baltim ore Journal of Com­ 
merce.

HOW IT WORKS. 


THE NEW TAUlfP BILE RAISES 
PRICES «ESEUALLY. 


The Chattanooga Times has inter­ 
viewed Chattanooga merchants upon 
the effect of the new tariff act upon 
prices of goods. The Tim es sa y s: 
The celebrated M cK inly bill Avhich 
Ii.as created such a furore In the po­ 
litical -world, came into effect on the 
Gth inst., and in'order, to ascertain its 
effect on the city a Tim es reporter 
called on a number of the leading 
retail m en. Prices as yet are in a 
state of confusion, ow ing to the fact 
that in anticipation of the tariff com ­ 
ing into eflect a large amount of 
goods were purchased 'ey wholesale 
men, and som e of these dem and the 
price resulting from the increased 
tariff, wiiilo others are w illin g to 
sell at old prices. M any of the firms 
here have also in anticipation of the 
advanced 
prices 
purchased their 
goods in advance, and as a conse­ 
quence few purchases have actually 
been made since the bill came in 
force. There is, however, a general 
advance in prices on those lines of 
goods covered by the new tariff. 


BOOKS A ND STATEM ENTS. 
T. H . Payne, of Payne & Co., 
books and stationery sa y s: 
“W e have, however, notice from 
all the manufacturers of blank books 
of an advance of from 10 to 20 per 
cent, as fne best leather and gold leaf 
used in the manufacture of blank 
books are imported. 
Many copy 
books are used, and the best are all 
made from imported paper. 
The 
duty on these books is 20 per cent. 
Avhich means an advance of 20 per 
cent, in prices. There are also m any 
sm all notions that w e job in that 
w ill be advanced. 
Mr. H unter, of Joel & Hunter, 
haberdashe'rs, says that trade has in­ 
creased w ith them since the passage 
of the bill, as the im blic has made 
extra purchases in anticijiation of 
the advance in prices. 
They have 
purchased m ost of their goods for 
the 8-ammer season. “Our goods w ill 
be advanced in all lines, with the ex­ 
ception of hats, 20 to 40 per cent. 
Mr. Silva, of Silva & 
Abbott, 
wholesale 
and retail 
china, mer­ 
chants, says: - '“ We made most of 
our importation before the bill came 
in force. 
E verything is all unset­ 
tled as to prices, w ith a general ten­ 
dency upwards. 
The ad'vanee on 
Eogers cutlery is 25 per cent. On 
lam p chim neys the .duty is 450 per 
cent, w hich is a practically prohibi­ 
tive tariff. 
Some business houses 
have put up the prices and others 
have not as yet—all in confusion. 
On ordinary lamp shades the price 
has gone up im m ensely. On ordina­ 
ry pottery and: table decorations the 
duty is only 3 per cent., which w ill 
make no difference in price to the 
consumer. There is no decline in 
prices in any lin e .” 
Mr. K ingsley, of E. C. K ingsley & 
Co., variety store, tinware, ete., says, 
“So far as we have heard from pur 
comm ercial m en and visitors there 
w ill be an advance in a great m any 
lines of m erchandise from 20 to 40 
per cent., principally on. baskets, ■ 6n 
glass that, enters into the manufac­ 
ture of mirrors, and brass and glass 
goods that.enter into the manufac­ 
ture of glass. 
There 'wili also be the 
sam e advance on tinware. 
We have 
not, So yet, bi'ughi m any goods at 
the advance.” 
Mr. Paddnck, of M cDonald & Pad- 
dack, wholesale and retail carpets, 
and upholstery, says: 
“W holesale 
dealers and m ills have notified us of 
an advance in all lines o f carpets of 
from 10 to 15 per cent. T he bill af­ 
fects all articles in our line, carpets, 
rugs and upholstery, from 10 to 15 
per cent. The travelers all say there 
w ill be an additional advance soon. 
W hen the AVhoIesale men have to 
buy new stock there w ill be a still 
further advance.” , 
Mr. F ox, of I. T. Fox & Son, dry 
goods, says: 
“The bill w ill affect 
cheaper imported goods more than 
expensive hues. 
E verything in im ­ 
ported stuffs w ill be affected the 
same, as linen, hosiery, and dress 
goods. A ll linen handkerchiefs are 
imported and it affects these seri­ 
ously. 
I have just returned from 
the E ast and there is great excite­ 
m ent there. The N ew York market 
is epopty. 
The w holesale men are 
afraid to buy imported goods for fear 
that, the retail men w ill not purchase 
theni at the increased price.” 
.. Mr. ■Wassiflan.- of : 
clothing store, says that for thepre­ 
sent the bill affects all the imported 
stock. “ 
This stock is on the rise 
and Avill cost more money in : every 
line—some goods as maeh' as 25 per 
cent. There is an upward tendency 
in all goods. The bulk of our stock 
is imported. 
There is also an up­ 
ward tendency in the price of do­ 
m estic goods'.” 
Xu the line of m usical instruments 
the advance has been very marked 
and hencefor-.vard we must ‘ pay for 
our Aivbistle” pretty high. 
Mr. N el­ 
son, of W inters & N elson, piano,» 


and-musical iustruments; says: “ We 
have júat received notice from the 
wholesale.m en that ail go^ds iu our 
line w ill' go up from 40 :to 100 per 
cent.' 'There is a .very material ad­ 
vance in prices. 
Mr;' ‘W ise, of W lse; & Co., drugs 
and surglcal instruments, says that 
they have received notice of an ad­ 
vance of 20" per cent, in cutting ’in­ 
struments, and that the bottom Is 
knocked out of prices in rubber 
goods.” 
■ 
. Mr. M agill, of Carter-Magill Hard­ 
ware Company, says that the bill 
materially affects prices ¿ in some 
lines of hardware. 
“ W e import a 
great deal of German cutlery,’! said 
Mr. Magill, and in: this line knives 
that'co'st $1.50 a dozen w ill now cost 
$2.30; those that cost'$2 now cost $3;- 
On the loAver grade -of knives' .there 
is an advance of ,50 per cent. W e 
are affected most in the. low grades 
of cutlery andjiu guns, There is an 
advance In muzzle-loading guns of 15 
percent'.; aii average of 25 per cent, 
in cheap single-barrelled guns, while 
in the higher class of giins .there is 
advance' o f 10 per cent. 
Imported 
anvils have largely advanced. There 
is a marked advance in the loiver 
grades of cutlery, w hich w ill out the 
German trade! . 
In table cutlery, 
however, the Americans have long 
led the markets.” 
The harness and saddle trade came 
in for a large share of the increased 
prices. Mr: A. Y. Howard, of Ho'w- 
ard & Co., 
harness and saddlery 
goods, says: “The bill has advanced 
prices already 10 per cent., and we 
cannot tell ho-w much higher they 
w ill go. _ The duty cute off South; 
American hides and 
en ab les-th e 
Chicago dealers to advance the price 
of leather. 
I ’JIfell you w h a tit is,” 
said Mr. Howard, w ith a good deal 
of fire in his eye, 
“it just benefits 
the big monop— 
but here the re­ 
porter had to stop Mr. 'Howard and 
inform him that this article was not 
designed for a political article, but 
sim ply as a collection of facts. 
Mr. H . Sim m ons, furniture, says 
that the bill does not affect his busi­ 
ness except in the matter of looking 
I glasses, on which there is an advance 
of 25: per cent. 
“T h is,’’ said, Mr. 
Slmrnons, “is an important item ; as 
this iB"^a large trade h e r e .' We" Have 
very little imported furniture." 
M r,,H . Schwartz, of Schwartz &

If 
h'o,means, in short, that the negro is 
deprived of his civil and political 
rights and is mistreated in his person 
or deprived of the just reward of 
his labor, then he is no better tbau 
the howling BadieaJs, like Tom Beed, 
who are making the northern States 
ring with the false stories of the 
wrongs inflicted upon the negro by 
the white people of the South, and 
who are thus kindling the bitterest 
animosity against this section. If 
he does not mean to brine such a 
charge against the white x>eople of 
this District which he seeks to rep­ 
resent in Congress, then what does 
he mean by demanding in his plat­ 
form “just treatment and fair deal­ 
ing as is due that race?” If he does

Now what do the mass of the 
negro race most passionately of all 
things on earth desire? It is to be 
the social equal of the white man, 
to have the privilege of intermar­ 
riage, to have the entrance to whi<é 
churches, to sit with white iieople 
at hotels and the tables of private 
families. That is what tlvs seveutli 
plank of Butler’s platform says we 
must do unto the negro, if it means 
anything in the world. It is either a 
slander upon tlie people of tlie Sev-, 
enth Concresniotiol T)iutvii>t 
it re­ 
lates to the negro race, or it is a bold 
declaration in favor of political and 
social equality of tbe races, iuclud- 
ing miscegenation and all the foul 
desires that spring from the heart of 
a race the lowest in the scale of liu- 
raanity, long depraved by slavery 
and little enlightened by education. 
If Butler iu this plank of liis plat­ 
form means no slander upon the 
white people of the district, but on 
the contrary is ready to admit that
